DOE RUN, Mo., July. 18.—St. Francois 
County, the home of Sam Hildebrand of 
bushwhacker fame, is rapidly achieving a 
reputation as the feud country of Mis- 
souril. 

Just now the Harris-Dooley feud, at Doe 
Run, only 75 miles from St. Louis, of seven 
years’ standing, occupies the battle ground. 
Twenty-five years ago the Wallen-Woods- 
MeVey feud, on the border of St. Francois 
and Washington counties, held the boards 
for some years. Forty years ago Sam 
Hildebrand took advantage of the civil 
war conditions to seek satisfaction for the 
wrongs done him and his family by neigh- 
bors.

© ees He killed approximately “100 men, if the 
local chroriiciles do not err; and he had the 
added satisfaction of being killed himself, 
in 1877, by a man who had no personal 
enmity for him 

This mining town of Doe Run, which 
was wildegness in the days of Sam Hilde- 
brand, is the center of the present feud, 
in which the Dooley and Harris families 
figure. The town is less than ® vears 
ol4, but it has seen sufficient feud war- 
fare to make it a candidate for notoriety 
against some of Kentucky’s dark and

For hundreds of square miles in the 
heart of Missouri’s uplands the oak is 
king of the forest. In his nine chief Ameri- 
can varieties he rules supreme over stony 
hill and verdant valley. 

And a picture of rugged beauty he makes, 
whether posing with dull, delicate leaves 
as a white cak, whose clean, gray bark 
suggests wrinkled hoar frost and whore 
greenery, seen from below, reminds onc 
of a giant mafdenhair fern; or as a glit- 
tering red oak, each leaf deeply cut and 
shining with reflected sunlight as if made 
cf polished brome. 

He who wishes to enjoy a patch of Mis- 
ssuri woods should at least learn to dis- 
tinguish the white oak from all others. 
When the woods are cleared, for park or 
pleasure ground, this best-of-all the oaks js 
usually left, in single specimens or clumps. 
instinctively, as the true king of oaks. 
It forms one of the chief parts of Mis- 
sourt’s forest wealth. The woodman loves 
to see it and the picnicker delights in its 
shade. 

The frequent hickory, too, adds to the im- 
pression of the stern but: not inhospitable 
grandeur of a patch of Missouri woodland. 
It seems to seek the company of the oaks 
as it it knew that strength should elbow 
strength. And while the preponderance 
of these two monarchs among trees may 
be somewhat monotonous, no Missourian 
could be found to say that we can have 
too much of this valuable timber. Occa- 
sionally, as a special treat, the eye is feast- 
ed on a magnificent elm. When this tree 
gets a chance to grow, either 
or upland, it outdoes everything in Ameri- 
can, timber. 

But a few steps into the shades of this 
patch of Missouri woods will bring us to 
many delightful specimens of tree life be- 
sides the oaks ahd hickories. Wherever 
ax or fire have made partial openings, 
we discover the wild cherry, the wild plum, 
the slippery elm, the sassafras, the persim- 


.mon, the crab, the sycamore, the sumach, 


the elder, and other tree and bush 
that give abundant variety, with 
grapevines of huge proportions. 
ground is carpeted with plants that flower 
in their season. 

As compared, however, 
of New York, Michigan, or other states 
east and north, it must be confessed that 
a patch of Missouri woods is at first sight 
disappointing. The ferns are absent. And 
there are few mossy ravines or bubbling 
branches It is dry and somewhat harsh. 
There are plenty of irmMiting spota for the 
tired traveler to recline. There is ample 
beauty and interest for camper or ped.-s- 
trian. But something is missing. 

Recall, however, your experiences in thore 
seemingly favored forests. With the wealth 
cf fernery went a plague of Insect life. In 
the mossy dells mosquitoes abound. M.- 
sourt's woods are comparatively free from 
insect or reptile pests. 

And many of the clumps, individual trees, 
vistas and sudden gleams of beauty would 
be accounted priceless in any landacaye.

100 UNDER CONSTITUTION AND 101 
BY ACTUAL COUNT. 


YET EVERYTHING IS LEGAL 


Two Holdovers Were Overlooked and 


Nobody Knows What to do in 
the Matter. 


DENVER, Colo., July 19.—A surplus of 
One state senator, and a legislature of 101 
legally elected members, when the consti- 
tutional limitation is 100, is a condition that 
is now confronting the state of Colorado. 

The fact that a United States senator 
is to be chosen by the Fourteenth General 
Assembly adds apprehension to the situa- 
tion. 

There was an official conference at the 
statehouse over the matter. Senator H. Li 
Roberts of Georgetown, one of the two 


Jefferson and Clear Creek Counties, was 
present, and so was Attorney-General Post 
and Secretary of State Mills. 

The secretary of state declared that he 
could not interfere in the matter. 

‘“T cannot legislate a member of the leg- 
Mr. Mills told Sen- 
ator Roberts. ‘‘Neither can I prevent any 
senatorial district, under the new appor- 
tionment law, from holding the election.” 

Gen. Post decided that there was no ac- 
tion that he could take. The courts would 
have to settle it, but neither the attorney- 
general nor any other lawyer who has in- 
vestigated the matter will give an opinion 
on what the procedure should be. 

Senator Roberts simply says: “I shall not 
rfsign under any circumstances.”’ 

And word comes from Golden that Sen- 
nator Leander R. West will refuse also to 
his seat. 

The apportionment law is legal in itself. 

It does not create too Many senators, 
Sut simply consolidates two districts that 
heretofore had a senator each. In pass- 
ing it the fact was overlooked that both 
of the distticts had holdover senators. 

The law provides for 29 senatorial dis- 
tricts and 6 senators from Arapahoe Coun- 
tv, making 35 districts in all. Clear Creek 
and Jefferson counties are one of the dis- 
tricts. but there is no election in the dis- 
trict this fall. as Roberts and West were 
both elected in 1900 to serve till 1904. 

“It's up. to somebody to do something,” 
said Senator Roberts after the conitTrence. 
“The situation is certainly a bad one, but 
I cannot offer any suggestion towards a so- 
lution. As it stands now the next legisla- 
ture will have 101 members.” 

The senator from Clear Creek left for 
home without getting any isfaction.

BEAUMONT, Tex., July 19.—Drillers 
the second Smith well, at the northeastern 
extremity of the Spindle Top field, have 
found the oil sand, they claim, at a depth 
of 1400 feet—6500 feet lower than the average 
depth of that stratum, and 300 feet below 
the bottom of the first Smith well, only 4 
or 50 feet away.

The average depth of the cap rock under 
Spindle Top is about 900 feet. Some wells 
have uncovered it at a shallower depth—a 
few as much as 100 feet higher—and many 
have found it much lower. The first Smitn 
well struck the rack at 1140 feet. It was 
on the extreme edge of the proved field, 
and its development into ja gusher added a 
hundred feet or more to ithe extent of the 
known field. 

Soon after the bringing in of 
well the owners, the Denver- Beau 
began the drilling of a serond 6: e, 4 or 50 
feet farther out. It is this well that has 
reached the cap rock at such a hitherto 
unheard-of depth. 

It is the belief that the northeastern 
course of the oil-bearing stratum has here 
been reached, and that it will be a diffi- 
cult matter to strike oil any farther out 
in that direction. The sudden din ig ac- 
cepted as marking the limit ow vee anti- 
cline formation which is the typical gas 
and oil-bearing fdrmation. 

Exploration has, so far. faile@ to dis- 
cover the other edges of the anti-cline. 
Wells have been sunk all over what is 
known as the “hill,”’ and which is sup- 
poses to in a general way mark the lim- 

ts of the internal upheaval of a prehistoric 
period, but not until the second Smith 
well struck the slant of the rock has any 
drill come to what the driller thought was 
really the edge of the field. At other points 
drillers have either found or not found the 
rock, but nowhere else have they found 
sucTT 9 sudden dip. 


PROBING NEW TERRITORY. 


A Thorough Test to Be Made on the 
Crest of “Big Hill.”’

BEAUMONT, Tex., July 19.—With an im- 
mense machine that has seen service in the 
Paku fleld, the Texas Oil Fields. Limited, 
Co. has begun work on the uncompleted 
well known as the Guffey No. 1, on the 


crest of Big Hill, in the southwestern part 
of the county. The well has been pur- 
cahsed by the Texas Oj] Fields—a cor- 
poration of mngtishmen who have been dili- 
ment in the field for half a year—from the 
Guffey pompany and they declare that they 
will find of] if there th any under that spot, 
and they think there is. 

The Guffey people drilled at this spot for 
a long while, and got their drill 8 feet 
into the ground, encountering a strong flow 
of gas and other oil indications above that 
depth. At 800 feet they struck very hard 
rock, and were unable to go very far into 
it with the machinery that they had. 
Therefore they abandoned the hole, and no 
effort has been made to deepen it until the 
present time. 

The machinery for the drilling of the well 
is of huge size. It is similar * design to 
the standard rig. but is about twice as 
large, and is made with especial reference 
to use in fields where the drill must be 
sent through deep-rock strata. It would

SALT WATER APPEARS. 


Makes a Lot of Difference as to 
Where It Comes From. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., July 19.—The appear- 
ance of salt water in some of the wells of 
the Spindle Top field has caused consider- 
able speculation and some bearish predic- 
tions within the past few days. 

There is a difference of opinion as to 
whether the salt water comes from the oil 
stratum, or from elsewhere, and upon this 
difference of opinion hinges the seriousness 
or frivolity of the bearish reports in con- 
nection with the discoveries. 

Some people contend that the salt water 
comes from the oil stratum, and that it in- 
dicates a leakage and the introduction of 
water from the ocean. The other side de- 
clares that the salt comes from deposits 
in the earth that have been pierced by the 
drill, and that there is absolutely no rea- 
son for alarmist rumors. 

There are three or four recently drilled 
wells that show strongly of salt. None of 
the old wells, it is declared, are thus af- 
fected.

The fact that the new 
rule permits the directors to declare the 
elevators irregular without charges being 
brought is what makes the elevator people 
sore, and has given them backing from oth- 
er members, who see no justice in any such 
rule. On the other hand. the Union Penn

Councilman Hodges Says There Is a 
Crying Necessity for Law to In- 
sure Proper Inspection.

It is known that some of the delegates 
are opposed to the sections of the bill which 
impose a tax on retail as well as whole- 
sale milk dealers and on every milk wagon 
they employ. 

This opposition, together with the hostile 
influence of certain interests that profit un- 
der existing conditions in the milk busi- 
ness, it is feared may prevent the hasty 
favorable acti6n that will be necessary to 
pass the bill before the summer adjourn- 
ment.

the house will pass the bill, 
finds it necessary to cut out 
some of the licetise tax features.’’ said 
Councilman Hodges vesterday. ‘‘There is 
a crying necessity in St. Louis for a law 
that will insure the proper inspection of 
milk and the prosecution of those who vio- 
late the iaw. The present law is not ef- 
fective in either respect. 

“Children grow fll daily from vile milk 
sold in St. Louis, and while I can not 
ccmpute the number of deaths from that 
source I know it is appallingly large. And 
the families of the poor are those wherein 
the deaths usually occur. 

“Impure milk is a deadly agency. When 
milk is at a temperature of over 50 degrees, 
microbes in the milk multiply. themselves 
at the incredible rate of 16,000,000 times 
in 24 hours. That has been scientifically 
demonstrated. 

“The bill passed by the Council {fs a good 
an that will go far to remedy the existing 
evils.”’

R. Hodges was indig-e 
nant when he read In a morning paper thas 
Assistant Health Commissioner Francis an- 
nounced that he would not inaugurate & 
fight against mosquitoes with the money 
appropriated by the Municipal Assembiy 
for the purchase of coal oll. 

Capt. Hodges secured the insertion of an 
extra $500 for this specific purpose in the 
health department appropriation bill after 
frist Ciscussing the matter with Healt! 
Commissioner Starkloff. 

“I consider it a plece of brazen impu- 
dence on the part of this subordinate of 
the health department to announce that he 
will defeat the will of the Municipal As- 
sembly in this matter,” eaid Capt. Hodges 
Saturday morning. 

“The money was eppropriated for a spe 
cific purpose. It was appropriated to buy 
coal of] to aid in the suppression of mos- 
quito-breeding by placing the coal ofl on 
stagnant ponds. And that’s exactly waat 
it will be used for. Jf it isn't the health 
commissioner and his assistant will hear 
from me. 

“It is a scientific fact that has bein dem- 
onstrated that the use ci coal oil 'n such 
fashion will effectively Cestroy the larvae 
of mosquitoes. But, even if it wasn’t, no 
subordinate of the health department has 
any right to announce that the money wilil 
rot be used for the purpose which the 
Council directs. The Board of Health will 
take this matter up and direct Mr. Fran- 
cis what to do In the matter, if he falls 
ic do so wilhout such order.” 


Will Do as Board 

of Health Directs. 

Mr. Francis stated to the Post-Dispatch 
Saturday morning that there was no dis- 
position on his part to antagonize the mu- 
nicipal assembly and that he had not 
made an official announcement that he 
would not use the coal oll. 

“Somebody askéd me about the matter 
when I was busy and he may have under- 
stood me to say that, but I didn’t,”’ said 
the assistant haith commissioner. “| 
will not put any coal ofl on pends, though, 
of my own accord. I will be governed en- 
tirely by what the health commissioners 
and the board of health directs. So far. I 
have not been ordered to use any of the 
coal oll.” 

Dr. Starkloff was not at his office Sat- 
turday morning and his subordinates did 
not know what action he intended to take 
with reference to the coal ofl appropria~- 
tion. 

In the published statement which arouse’ 
Capt. Hodges’ ire Mr. Francis was quoted 
as saying that the coal oil could not be 
put on the ponds because there was no 
appropriation to pay for the services of a- 
borers to do it. Mr. Hodges’ denounced 
this assertion as “childish"’ and said there 
were plenty of men drawing salaries from 
the health department with plenty of time 
to do the work.

The design of the substructure belongs to 
the twelfth century, that of the loggia and 
crown to the fifteenth; the combination 
typifies the founddtion of an enlightened 
Renaissance upon the stern, rugged base 
of the medieval Romanesque.

HEAVY DAMAGE IN ILLINOIS. 


Rain for 36 Hours Has Put Rivers Out 
of Banks. 


LA SALLE, Ill., July 19.—A heavy down- 
pour of rain has fallen in this region in- 
cessantly for 36 hours, and the Illinois and 
Vermillion rivers and tributaries have sent 
a flood down the valley that has ruined 
many of the bottom land farms and caused 


losses to the country between here and 
Ottawa a oe more than $100,000. 

The roadways entering La Salle and Peru 
from the south are all submerged. many 
bridges have been wrecked, preventing all 
approach to the cities from the south. 

Strausberg, a hamlet on the Vermillion 


river, just east of here, has been aimost 
entirely washed away.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 19.—Other severe 
rains of yesterday and today are causing 
the Missouri river to overflow its banks at 
points between this city and Omaha, where 
it was considered impossible for the river 
to break through. 

At many places the water presents a sur- 
face from five to ten miles in width, some- 
thing unknown for 30 years or more. 

Crops on the low lands are almost entire- 
ly submerged and destroyed, but on higher 
grounds conditions are most favorable for 
record-breaking yields. Dozens of farm- 
houses, barns and outbuildings are being 
abandoned to the ravages of the flood on 
the Missouri! niver bottoms north of this 
city. The losses in crops will be keenly 
felt by hundreds of farmers.

TRIBUTARY STREAMS POURING 
IN CONTINUOUS FLOOD. 


When the Danger Line Is Reached 
Cellars Along Front Street Will 
Be Flooded and Levee Tracks 
Will Be Covered by 
Water. 


The river is rising uncomfortably near 
the danger line. 

The danger line is 30 feet above low 
water mark. At 6 o'clock last night the 
Bauge at the foot of Market street showed 
more than 26% feet. 

That the danger line will be reached 
early in the coming week is the opinion 
of Dr. Hyatt, who keeps official watch of 
the waters as well as the atmosphere. 

He bases his conclusion that the danger 
line will be reached on more tangible 
premises than he bases his weather predi-- 
tions, too 

Reports from up-river ‘points to the 
Weather bureau show that all the streams 
tributary to the Mississippi are rising be- 
yond their normal high water stages, and 
are being swollen by continuous rains. 

If Dr. Hyatt’s fears are reaiized and the 
Ganger line is reached, the result will be 
that the cellars along Front street wil 
be flooded. 

The surface railroad tracks along 
levee will be covered with water. 

' Up-river boats will be compelled to un- 
load their cargoes north of the Merchants’ 
bridge. 

The country protected by dykes in the 
Vicinity of St. Louis will be flooded.

Not for 10 years has the Mississippi at 
St. Louls reached so high a stage in July.

His report also shows that the water is 
above the danger line at Keokuk, Io., 
Hannibal, Mo., and Peoria, Il. 

At Keokuk there has recently been a 
rainfall of 1.36 inches. 

At Hannibal the danger line has 
passed by 14, with a rainfall of .6. 

At Peoria the danger line is 14 feet, and 
the river is 18.5. The rainfal! there yester- 
day was 1.69. 

Kansas City is yet an inch below 
danger line, but 1% inches of rain 
there yesterday. 

Boonville had a cloudburst yesterday. 
and was deluged with 3.02 inches of rain. 

Hermann had almost two inches of rain 
at the same tim>.

HE verb “bluff"’ long ago passed from 
ia the slang of the card table into res- 
pectable, if not elegant, sprech. 

It expresses more precisely and forcthlyv 
than anything ¢lse the idea of disgusting 
unconfessed weakness by a bold and de- 
flant attitude--the legitimate, justifiable 
attempt at deception in self-defense which 
is a part of the armament of every creat- 
ure. 

For, after all, bluffing is nothing else 
than an attempt to make your antngonist 
believe you bigger or stronger than you 
are, or, ‘perhaps, than he is; and then it 
becomes the natura) tactics of the weak 
against the powerful. 

The gambler who holds a strong hand 
has no nee of this resource; ft is the re- 
sort of the player who, lacking muni- 
tions for his war, must set up a pretense 

f strength that shall frighten his adver- 
sary. 

This is nothing new. Most men and all 
women afte bdluffers, and every animal is

of experience, while the less actual ability 
it has to use them, the more inclined it is 


to put up ts fists.

It has no armor, nor’ spines, nor poteon, 
nor ability to defend itsclf whatever, but 
the instant anything approaches it it rears 
up and wage ite horned head andocks eo 
furmidable that ulmost nothing has the 
nerve to tackle it. This is purely a bhiff. 

Take the cage of that harmiess brageart, 
the hog-nose snake. He can really hurt 
nothing bigger than a mouse or a fledging 
sparrow, and he lives mainiy on ground 
beetles and worms, yet he has to he on 
his guard against hawks, owls, skunks, 
blacksnakes and various other serpent- eat- 
ers, in respect to all of which he is full of 
cowardly fear. 

But he is so slow that he cannot run; he 
can wield no poisoned etilletos as do the 
rattlesnake and copperhead, and must rely 
entirely upon inspiring terror. 

So he swells out his head and neck to 
twice their size by expanding his ribs, 
opens a great triangular mouth. blows ang 


~ 


hisses, and makes believe he is the ugliest 
sort of viper—and as a rule succeeds well 
enough to be left alone. 

If you “call” his bluff he will fall limp 
and literally go into convulsions of terrcer 
or turn over on his back in a dead faint of 
fear before you have really injured him at 
all. 

The dreadful East Indian viper which the 
Portugese pioneers in India named cobra 
capello—the hooded snake—has the same 
idea when he lifts a third of his length and 
presents his immensely distended head ana* 
neck in the face of a leopard or other 
threatening foe. 

He has good weapons, but few animals 
fight unless compelled to do so, and he tries 
to avoid it by a bluff. 

In fact, almost all animals when they 
find that shrinking out of sight fails to 
cause them to be overlooked, immediately 
try to make themselves as big as they can 
to preduce fright. 

We borrow the simile from them when 
we say of a truculent fellow that he “bris- 
tles up.’” That ts the notion of a wolf 
or a dog when he Iiifts his hackles and rises 
on tiptoe to meet his challenger; and cf 
puss when fhe sets every hair an end, 
arches her spine and swells. her tail to 
thrice its peaceful girth. 

When the fight actually comes on: they 
forget all these blustering preparations, 
which were merely terrifying tactics, like 
the bellowing and pawing of a bull, the 
war-paint and rattles, or the yelling and 
firecrackers of the savage or the Chinese 
before a battle. 

The porcupine is one of the best of the 
blusterersa, for he not only turns himself 
into a living chestnut burr, but rattles his 
quills against one another HNke some me- 
dieval knight jangling all his war-harness 
as he enters the joust to proclaim how im- 
pregnable he is and at the same time to 
hearten himself up a bit. 

If the porcupine shivered with fright the 
Same rattling of the hollow quills would 
follow, and perhaps, if the truth were 
known, that is really what he does. 

At any rate, he doésn'’t shoot his quills 
as the old stories alleged, yet he might 
almost as well do so, for the slightest touch 
will cause their needle-like barbed points 
to adhere to any soft surface, and they are 
pulled out and carried away by the enemy, 
as souvenirs of a fruitiess encounter far 
more difficult to get rid of than to acquire. 

Few of the woodland animals are un- 
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Naturalist Ernest Ingersoll Finds. That to Make Show Of 
Strength They Do Not Possess Is Instinctive With All 
the Little Beasts, 
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aware of this, and consequently nothing 
but the foolishness of youth or the desper- 
ation of extreme hunger will lead any beast 
of prey to forget the warning of the rat- 
tling quills and leap upon their tender- 
fieshed but bristling owner. 

A good many bugs and some caterpillars 
amd crustaceans have an armament simi- 
lar to that of the ‘‘fretful porcupine,” but 
these behave -more like the hedge hog, 
simply rolling up, eo that their potnts stand 
out in every direction and defying the 
enemy to find an exposed point for attack. 

There is one sort of fish, however, repre- 
sented by several species in northern seas, 
as well as many in the tropties, which com- 
bines a etrong 4isposition to bluff with a 
very good “hand.”’ 

This. is the tribe of lobe fish or pcrcup‘ne 
fish, of which the Jittle puffer or swell- 
doodie of our Atlantic coast is a good ex- 
ample. 

These fishes When quiet Icok much like 
others; except that fhey have a rough 
leathery skin, instead of a scaly one, and 
are everywhere (except along the abdo- 
men) covered with bristle-like appendages. 

Let ore of them be alarmed itn any way, 
however, and an almost instantaneous 
change takes place. It sucks in water by 
rapid guipe ‘until it swells into a bail 
studded with stiff spikes. In this condition 
it rises to the surface of the water and 
spins and bobs about, giving queer audi- 
ble grunts and making a most extraordi- 
nary, and to our eyes, comical appearance. 

This is enough to make most any 
thoughtful fish wonder at the error of its 
intention and .jleave the uncanny thing 
alone, but if, misguidedly, it still tries to 
seize it, it finds the grunting, prickly little 
globe something it is indisposed to swaliow 
and hastily spits it out. 

As a matter of fact the “‘spines’’ of the 
globefish are not hard nor venemous and 
would do no harm, but the little fellow 
succeeds im life as well as if he wore a real 
armor, for he makes his foes think him a 


real terror. 

The process of natural selection have 
worked steadily among birds. fishes and 
beasts toward making this faculty of 
“bluff’ more and more successful as a 
means of self-protection, and Have sup- 
plied many means to that end. 

An owl and various other birds throw 
their wings out or forward and use them 
well in a struggle, but one—the magnificent 
argus pheasant—spreads them in front of 
him, which not only magnifies his warlike 
appearance, but serves as a shield in the 
combat that may not always be evoided. 

The wings, tn fact, form a round screen 
20 well in front of the bird that it can 
withdraw its head altogether behind it, 
and then strike through it at its antago- 
nist in some altogether urexpected place.

A very large number of people elected tu 
walk and the consequence was that as soon 
as the postponement of the coronation waz 
announced on Tuesday the bus companis 
weakened under the double discourage- 
ment and on nearly ali the lines the cid 
rates were restored with haste as great as 
that with which the new ones had been 
imposed.

A very large number of the 
public who spent money in preparing for 
the coronation—among other items $2500,000 
for street stands—did so with serious mis- 
sivings.

One of the wildest, most extrava- 

gant and utterly irresponsible members of 
the DGritish nobiliity has changed in a few 
months into a thoughtful, earnest and re- 
gpectabie man of affairs. 
| His marriage was th: beginning of it. 
"The duke h2d known Miss Helen Zimmer- 
man for three or four years. They met 
‘@t a house party in England, and the hand- 
‘geome, quick-witted, highly educated Ameri- 
oan girl, who could hold her own with the 
most vigorous of out-of-door sports among 
ythe English Women, had the temerity to 
poke fun at his grace of Manchester. 

But the real courtship did not begin 
until a few weeks before the marriage in 
November, 1990, when the duke went to 
Paris just after one of his most extrava- 
gant escapades in London, which resultcd 
‘Im a breach cf promise cuit. 

He again met Miss Zimmerman and be- 
wame devoted to her. They were married 
without consulting any one, and the only 
expinnation they gave was that they loved 
each other, which. after all. is perhaps 
the best that could have heen given. 

From the time he was married. Manches- 
‘ter changed. But the cynics deciared that 
when tho novelty of being a benedict wore 
away he would again follow in the font- 
steps of his father. which he had been 
treading ever since he was old enough to 
go about. 

Last October a baby was born in Kim- 
Dalton Castle, a fine and beautiful little 
girl, who was christened Lady Alice Mon- 
tagu. 

The birth of the first child is an event in 
every man’s life, and it seemed to mean 
more to Manchester than to most men. 

From the time the child «ame into the 
world the young father gave it an affection 
that amounted almost to adoration. 

The steady gaze in the baby’s blue eyes, 
wise in their supreme innocence; the 
dainty, delicate red of the sweet, pure 
baby mouth; the firm grip of the chubby. 
pink, baby hand—these seemed to be the 
most wonderful and beautiful things in ‘he 
world to Manchester. — 

They brought his gracelessness to a state 
of grace. He has become a mode! of do- 
mestic devotion His wife and his baby 
girl have made him look upon the life he 
had led with disgust. 

He has paid his debts, which is » most 
important step toward socia! rehabilitation. 
It war not fitting that a Duke of Ma"- 
chester ‘with a beautiful American wife 
and the father of Lady Alice Montagu 
should be a bankrupt and unable to take 
his seat in the House of Lords and to en- 
joy other privileges to which his birth 
entitied him. 


He owed something like $199,000. and up 
to the time of his marriage he would have 
gladly owed twice as much if the money- 
lenders had been accommodating. Man- 
chester has denied that Father-in-Law 
Zimmerman paid these debts, which were 
gettied for about $130,000. 

At any rate, the payment of the debts 
Was among the first things that Manches- 
ter did after his baby was born. He has 
been released from bankruptcy and has 
again taken his seat in.the House of 
—— ad short, he has thoroughly re- 


habilitated himself as an English peer. 

And since Lady Alice Montagu came into 
the world, the Duke of Manchester has 
shown a remarkable interest in his estate 
and a great zeal in devising plans for its 
improvement and that of his tenants. 

He owns Kimbalton Castle in England, 
where Catherin of Aragon once lived and 
where she died; Tanderagee Castle, in 
County Armagh, Ireland, and a house in 
Portman Square, London, with more than 
27,000 acres of land in all. It was a sadly 
run down estate, and the Duke is finding 
plenty to do in the work of restoring it to 
ite rightful condition. 

He is attending to his duties as a justice 
of the peace ard concerning himself in 
county affairs, as well as showing a proper 
interest in socia)] affairs. 

Altogether, William Angus Drago, ninth 
Duke of Manchester, can new hold vr his 
head and feel that he is worthy of the 
distinguished name he bears and of the 
titles of nobility that his family has poe- 
sessed for nealy 300 years. And it is within 
his pawn to be an ornament to his line. 

His wife and his baby have completely 
changed his life. He finds more happiness 
and excitement in being the father of the 
finest baby born—with an exception that 
every mother names—than he ever did ir 
the reckless, roystering, careless, irrespon- 
sibie ‘ife that he led almost from his birth. 

In short, for the first time itn his life, 
the Duke of Manchester declares th*t he 
is absolutely happy and contented with his 
lot, and that he deserves no credit what- 
ever for reforming: in being “good” he is 
simply foliowing the line of least resiat- 
ance. 

Many photographs of Manchester have 
been made. All dukes are constant!y pho- 
tographed, and Manchester has had more 
than his share of camer: notoriety. But 
not one of the hundreds in existence shows 
him with such a joyously radiant face as 
his latest one, herewith reprednced. with 
Lady Alice Montagu in his arms. 

And he has reason to be happy. In ad- 
dition to the baby he has a handsome 
Amorican wife, whose fine mind has been 
carefully cultivated*on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 


Moreover, :he has great force of charac- 
ter, and she is the only child of Fugene 
Zimmerman of Cincinnat!, vice-president of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Rall- 
road, who is werth $19,000,000. The Duhe 
of Manchester is enjoying the absolutely 
novel experience, for him, of Peing free of 
debt, and the pleasant dignity of responsi- 
bility. For the first time, too, he realizes 
the difference between tolerant affection 
and respectful consideration. 


Manchester is a fine cap physically, al- 
thougna his gocd looks were marred by his 
complexion, which have since disappeared. 
They used to call him the Ducal Sandow, 
and his strength is almost as great as that 
of the professional strong man. 

It was expected that the son of Lord 
Mandeville. who had a fully bad reputation 
as a prefiigate pecr, would not lead a saint- 
ly life, and the voung Duke did not disap- 
point the cynics. He has been reported to 
have been crozaced more times than fall to 
a dozen ordinary men in a lifetime. Some 
of the women were cf the aristocracy, and 
some were not. 

The duke. really wanted to marry Miss 
Jean Wilson, and both families objectcd. 
The duke'’s grandmother, the Duchess of 
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one of the richest women tin 
England and one of the most parsi- 
monious, calmly told the Wlhlison family 
that the Duke's allowance was 16 shillings 
a week, and she saw no prospect of its 
ever being increased. 

Then it was reported that the young man 
was to wed Miss May Goelet. heiress to 
$25,000,000. But her father said. before his 
death that he would rather see his daugh- 
ter dead than merried to the Duke of 
Manchester. It was believed that the ru- 
mor was true that the duke was to marry 
Mise Pauline Astor, the daughter of Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor. And there were 
others, equally desirable matches from a 
worldly standpoint, whom it was said that 
the duke was to wed. But none of the 
engagements were formally ‘announced.’ 


In between times he mdde a few engage- 
ments of his own, or, at least, so conduct- 
ed himself as to give excuse for reports 
that he was to marry persons whom the 
English nobility looked down upon. There 
was a young person in the Gayetv Theater, 
who was so pretty and so charming that 
she was known only as Gladys. having no 
need of a family name to distinguish her 
from the other Gladyses at large on the 
English stage. 

Then there was that affair with Cleo de 
Merode, a person of international fame, 
and who certainly was beautiful in an ethe- 
real, nun-like way. Manchester really did 
succumb to the charms of the Merode, 
who has captivated many more sophist!- 
cated men than he. It was announced that 
he was to marry her and that he was 
rescued by his mother. 

Mile. de Merode admitted that the duke 
had asked her to marry him and she paid 
him ever s0 many compliments. In fact. 
it would appear that in lovemaking he had 
no superior, which. coming from one of 
her experience, is a most remarkabie 
tribute. 

The young duke was constantly being 
mixed up in ever so many escapades, and 
they cost money. He always was an im- 
provident person. He spent money with the 
prodigality of a millionaire, reckiess of 
consequences, when he had it; if he did not, 
he was perfectly willing to order things. 
When he really had to have cash he ap- 
pealed to the money-lenders. He managed 
to get away with-a iot of cash, and the 
bills he ran up were enormous. 


It is said that he attended Mrs. Hallet- 
Hughes’ fancy dress ball. wearing only a 
very diminutive tathing suit. There is no 
man in England who can wear a bathing 
suit more effectively than Manchester, for 
he is splendidly formed. But a bathing 
costume is hardly the thing for a ball, even 
an fancy dress ball, and the duke was asked 
to retire, which he did with great good na- 
ture. 

It is also said that only three years ago, 
while in Tyons, he walked down the aisle 
where Otero was performing, scrambied 
over the orchestra and begged her to give 
him a cigarette. She torsed it to him. and 
the duke is alleged to have taken one or 
two puffs and then carefully placed it in a 
card-case. 

The cigarette story may not have been 
true, but he really did a lot of foolish 
things ilke that, which made his name a 
byword in London.

Peers who laid 
far greater claim to respectability than 
ever Manchester had were involved in many 
transactions ef that sort, like those of 
Hooley, for instance.

The gown of the cuchess was of cloth of 
gold. that most cosily of all materiais, 
which is always associated with froyaity 
| hecause of its richness ‘and value. It is

'earment, pearls of grent rrice. The gen- 
uine jewels were, of course. placed where 
| ney coud be ‘seen to the best advantage,

The Duchess had many of her jewels re- 
set for the coronation, and as some of tiie 
new pieces are most elaborate, her bill 
for these ran into the thousands. Some 
of the inodern settings are almost as cost- 
ly as the jewels themselves.

Not content with the gems she alreav 
rorsessed, the Duchess of Marlborough 
bought many new ones especially for the 
coronation. It was to have been permit- 
ted the peeresses to wear such jewelry as 
pleased them at the services. Queen Al- 
exandra set the fashion, for she was to 
have appeared with costlier gems than a 
queen had evor before worn. The glitter- 
ing display upon the Duchess of Marlber- 
ough would have been second only to thut 
of her majesty. 

A supero diamond necklace was 2!]most 
trobled in lereth by the addition of new 
stones which had to be carefully matched, 
and a great diamond pendant was added 
to it—a very benutiful stone, one of the 
finest that could be found in al) Europe. 

[It is not likely that the Duchess.of Marl- 
borough would have purchased these dia- 
monds and other gems which she boucht 
recently had it no@ been for the coronation. 
Oneen Alexandra was to have been decked 
'm all the splendid royal jewels in addi- 
tion to those which were hers when she 
was Princess of Wales. The great Kohi- 
nocr was set in her crown—for the legend 
that the famous diamond brings misfor- 
tune and death’ to thos: who wear it ap- 
oliies only to men—and the four ducherses 
who were to raise the canopy had planned 
to wear thelr finest ornaments, and as 
many of them as could be worn with good 
taste. to be in keeping with her Majcs- 
tv's brilliant decorations.

She became interested in the Cascade 
het springs through Bishop O'Gorman of 
Sioux Falls. Ten years ago, in 1882, an ef- 
fori was made to establish a summer resort 
at the springs. Nestling down in Red 
Canyon, in the southern Black Hills, with 
a@ tremendous fiow of hot water from a 
large spring. the location was ideal. The 
Indians knew of the medicinal properties 
of the many hot springs scattered all over 
the Black Hills, and fought like demcns to 
keep the white men out of that territory. 
For that reason iittle was known of that 
range of mountains until within comp-ra- 
tively recent years. Before the Indians 
were confined to reservations, it was a com- 
mon sight, both at Cascade and the town of 
Hot Springs, to see a number of tepers 
erected a short distance from the waters, 
and the braves and equaws would often re- 
main for weeks until cured of their ills. It 
was their belief that the Great Father 
dweit in the waters. 

And when, in 1892, a company took por- 
session of the Cascade and begun the erec- 
tion of buildings, a fortune was predicted 
for them A magnificent bathhouse, cost- 
inc £65,000, was bullt; a four-story stone ho- 
tel arose, as if by magic, and many smaller 
buildings were erected. Before the buildings 
could be thrown open to the public, there 
came the financial crash of 1893, and every 
industry throughout the West was crip- 
pled. Work at Cascade ceased. Litigation 
came on, and the company sunk helplessly 
into the financial slough. For nine years 
nothing devclopved at Cascade. The wood- 
work of the fine buildings disappeared. 
Window lights were broken. The walls 
were well bullt and resisted the elements. 
Lawsuits were threatened whenever work 
should be resumed. This litigation, how- 
ever, was never begun, and, on June 1, 
1902, the statute of Iimitation intervencd 
and the trouble was over. 


Then Mother Mary Katharine's agents 
came forward with a de*J to the property. 
The bathhouse alone cosi $65,000; the entire 
place was purchased for $17,000. The new 
owners had plans for an Indian schovl, 
probably the largest In the country. From 
all indications, the red man will again con- 
trol the spirit of the waters which boil up 
to @ height of many feet in the great poo!

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wwe THE AIR PROVES 
HE air proves to be much richer in 
T chemical ingredients than was of old 
suspected. The proportiog of new 
elements to the volume of air is very small, 
being less than one part to one hundred of 
air. Argon, the most abundant, yields 0.987 
parte to the hundred; neon, one or twe 
parts to the hundred thousand; helium, one 
or two parts to the million; krypton, about 
one part to the million, and xenon, about 
one part to the hundred mifflion. But, 
despite their rarity, they possess the scien- 
tific interest which must attach to all 
chemical elements. They are alike in their 
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UNEXPECTEDLY RICH IN CHEMICALS ww 


chemical Inertness, in which they much 
surpass all other ¢lements. They also all 
appear to be monatomic. That is, their 


molecule is composed of. a single atom, not 
of two or more, as in most of the other el- 
ements. But in this they are not peculiar, 
since a number of the older elements dre 
also monatomic. 

The substances recently discovered are 
the constant elements of the atmosphere. 
It possesses in addition varicus fugitive or 
accidental contents, of which something 
needs to be said, since they belong prac- 
tically to the new atmosphere, none of 


them having been reccgnized in the old. 
There are many such substances, the drift- 
wood of the earth's surface and of the 
celestial spaces. They include such gases 
as ammonm and its salts, carburetted ana 
eulphuretted hydrogen, carbonic oxide, sul- 
phurous, sulphuric and nitric acids, and 
possibly others, all in very small and vary- 
ing quantities. Solid substances are pres- 
ent to affhuch greater extent and are more 
widely distributed. Those of terrestrial or- 
igin are largely volcanic. The Krakatoa 
voleanic explosion of i883, for § instance, 
sent fine dust around the world.

hogs were 972,708, exceeding the hog re- 
ceiptsa of St. Louis for the same time by 
299.000. Its receipts of sheep were - 263,426, 
exceeding those of St. Louls by 32,822. Its 
receipts of cattle were 152,138, less than 
those of St. Louis by 238,240. It received 
79°98 horses and mules, whereas St. Louls re- 
ceived 64,6€7. 

St. Joseph. as a wholesale center, has 
prominent for years. Its wholesale 
houses control] a large part of the trade of 
northern Missouri, lowa, Kansas, Nebraska. 
the Dakotas and Wyoming, and its trav-i- 
ing men go to the Pacific coast. It is a 
center for groceries, drugs, dry goods, mili- 
linery, clothing boots and shoes and hari- 
ware. 


To the establishment of the Ivestock 
and packing industry, however. It owes 
chiefly the great growth of the pest six 
years. St. Joseph was known as a pork 
packing center in 1M, but it was not until 
1 that the present stockyards company 
waa formed 

John Donovan, Jr., was the prime mover 
in ite organization. and succeeded in inter- 
esting G. *. Swift of Swift & Co. in the 
possibilities of 8t. Joseph as a market. 
As a result Swift & Co. opened a packing 
plant in St. Joseph and bought a majority 
of the stock of the stockyards conipany. 

In 1896 Neison Morris & Co. bought a 
block of stock in the con. any end now 
has a packing house tn operation. The 
Hammond Packing Co. followed soon after 
and establirhed the third big plant. In 
addition to tnese, there is the Krug Pack- 
ing Co., pork packers, whose plant ix the 
oldest of the kind in St. Joseph. 

The annual output of the packing houses 


been 
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in 191 was estimated at about $50,000,100. 

The stockyards were bullt after a thor- 
ough study of the yards in the other pack- 
ing centers. They are considered by stock- 
men the most improved and completest 
yards in the United States. 

The development of the packing industry 
in St. Joseph gave impetus to the railroad 
business, and each of the nine roads enter- 
ing here has been compelled to increase its 
yardage facilities within the past six years. 
In 1901 the total receipts of livestock by 
all the roads amounted to 47,538 cars. 

The packing houses and stockyards t0- 
gether employ about 5000 men. Most of 
them live near the yards in South St. Jo- 
seph, and that portion of St. Joseph now 
has a population of 15,000. Five years ago 
a same section contained only vacant 

John Donovan, Jr., the general manager 
of the stockyards, has beeh and still is 
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the adéminating personality of this develop- 
ment. Mr, Donovan has spent most of his 
life in St. Joseph. He was a real ocstate 
man and qa banker before he became con- 
nected with the stcckyards. His success 
in building up that industry has been due 
simply to his bel/ef in St. Joseph as a great 
livestock market ani to bis persistence in 
impressing this view upon others. My. 
Donovan saw that St. Joseph was the nat- 
ural center for the livestock business of 
Iowa, northern Missouri, Kaneas, Nebrarka 
and Wyoming and that it could also draw, 
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that this was so and Mr. Swift placed his 
millions behind the movemer§ to bulld up 
this market. From that time to this, Mr. 
Donovan has been engaged in pushing some 
plan to Increase the advantages of the St. 
Joseph market and Mr. Swift has always 
been his firm supporter. Hie has infused 
his spirit into the city that has grown up 
in South St. Joseph about the packing 
plants and has made that the most pro- 
gressive part of .8t. Joseph. He is the
